the’two have been characterised by some 
acrimony: We, believo also that China has 
teen doing her utmost for a considerable 
time past to placo herself in such 4 position 
na to be able to assumoa more: dictatorial 
tone towards Japan, Tho: situation, in a 
word, is one in which the friendly mediation 
of a foreign Minister might do sumething 
to prevent a grave disaster. Tt would, in- 
deed, be for the interest of all Treaty Pow- 
ers were such mediation tu be successfully
